Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative traversed the status of element 50 as 
"substrate" to 48/47/46/45/44 and element 43 as "electrode". Examiner responded that element 50, as a layer 
underlying 48/.. 744 and abutting 48/.. ./44 makes element 50 a substrate (underlying layer ("substratum")), while, 
although element 43 has a function as a ZnO buffer layer (between sapphire and GaN), element 43 is not just a buffer 
layer, because its conductivity is purposely reduced strongly through doping as explained in paragraph [0037] of 
Kadota, and examiner refers in this regard to the numerical values being more than adequate for the ZnO layer 43 to 
have substantially the same electric potential, beina abutted by electrode portion 43. See also Advisory Action mailed 
5/3/07. Therefore, no agreement was reached. J$|£ ^
